We the time now approaches for taking out Licenfes for 
Retailing Ale, Beer, and other Excifeable Liquors within Royal 
Burghs, Shires, and Stewartries,-—Fhefe are therefore intimating to all 
fuch perfons who are Retailers aforefaid, that af they do not take ont 
their Licenfes within the refpegtive days appomted by act of Parliament, 
they will be profecuted as the law direéts, for the feveral penalties enafted 
by the ftatutes, in that cafe made and provided.

6th, That it is contrary to the nineteenth article of the treaty of Us 
nfon to leffen the number of our Judges, urilefs_for the better adminifivas 
tion of juftice; and, therefore, that in no event, can a reduétion ‘take 
place, until the plan of conduéting the bufinefs before the propofed news 
modelled Court ihall be afcertained and underftood, and the nation fatige 
fied, that the bufinefs, now confeffedly a grievous load apon fifteen Judges; 
can be executed with equal fecurity and difpatch to the fubject by a leffer 
number of Judges. And appointed the Pretes of this meeting, Sir David 
Kinloch, Sir James Suttie, Mr Buchan Hepburn cf Smeaton, Mr Law 
of Elvingfton, Mr Brown of Coaliton, Mr Lindfay of Eaglefvainiie, and 
Mr Charteris junior, as a Committee, amy two to bé a quorum, to meet 
with the Cominittees that may be appointed by the other counties to attend 
to this matter, if the bill now depending in Parliament for that purpoig 
fhall be again moved in. 

And the Meering having Mo taken the prefent ftate of thé Diftillery 
Laws under their confideration, 

Refolved, ‘That the diftillery is ¢ very proper fubjeét for taxation, and 
that it cannot be too highly taxed, if Governaient can feeute to the diftils 
ler theexclufive right to the Britify market; bat while the duties are @ 
high, that the fmuggler can underfell the Britiflt dittiller; high dutieg 
cannot produce an effectual revenue, and tend’only to increafe fmiuggling, 


and thereby to encourage the agriculture of a fateign country, to the - 
0 


prejudice of the Britifh farmer, and the confequent lofs of the landed 
intereft. 

Refolved, That the prefent method of levying the duties upon the did 
ftillery is very expenfive to Government, and highly oppreffive and ems 
barraffing to the diftiller, by trufting too much to the diftretion of the 
inferior officers, and expofing the trader to heavy penalties and confifca~ 
tions: That a licenfe in proportion to the contents of the ftill will put every 
trader upon an equal footing, will yicld a greater productive revenue thag 
is now received; and will relieve the trader fromt many embarraffing re ; 
(traints: ‘That the reprefentative for this county is hereby inftruéted to 
promote in parliament fuch alterations in the excife laws as will enabl¢ 
the diftiller to underfell the fmuggler ; ‘That fiuggling has of late increa :~ 
fed to a moft enormons extent in this part of the united kingdom, and 
calls for the ferious attention and interpofftion of the Legiftature, and the 
exertion of every good citizen, to put a ftop to fo pernicious a practice, 

Refolved, That while high duties imvite the fmuggler to run rifques; 
no laws, however penal, will effe€tually prevent fmuggling. 

And appointed the Gentlemen named upon the former Committee 
with Provoft Fall, as 2 Committee; to correfpond with the reprefvntatipe 
for the county in parliament, and to meet with the Committees for th 
other counties and barghs in Scotland, and to take fuch other medfures 
as may appear neceflary to have the diftillery faws amended, — 

Refolved, ‘That all the counties and royal burghs fn Scotland, not in- 
cluded in the late aét for regulating diftilleries in the northern counties, 
fhall he wrote to, requefting a generat meeting at Edinburgh upon this 
important fubject. 

And appointed the firft mecting of the Committee of thiis county to be 
held at the Exchange coffvehoufe in Edinburgh, upon Monday the rath 
day of December next, at twelve o'clock mid-day. 

And appointed thefe Refolutions to be publifhed in the Edinburgt 
newfpapers; and in the London Chronicle.

The entertainment at the Queen’s houfe in the Caftle-yard, 
Windfor, this day, was to coniilt of a dinner to the Royal Fa- 
mily, and a ball in the evening, with refrefhments, bat no fup- 
per. The Duke of Cumberland is to be of the party. 

Their Royal Highneffes the Prince of Wales and the Duke 
of Cumberland were in the King’s box, at Covent-Garden 
Theatre, laft night, without attendants, and in an undrefs. 

On Thurfday next both Houfes of Parliament will meet 
purfuant to his Majefty’s Royal proclamation, and the Lord 
Chancellor will then, by virtue of his Majefty’s commiffion, 
prorogue both Houfes to the firft of December. 

Parliament, it is now faid, will meet for the difpatch of bu- 
finefs about the 7th of February. 

There is to be a meeting of all the law officers of the Crown 
this evening at the Lord Chancellor’s, on very particular, bufi- 
nefs. Lord Mansfield is alfo expected to be prefent. The 
whifper goes, that fome flaw in one of the tax bills of laft fef- 
fion is the occafion thereof. 

We hear that aregulation will fpeedily be adopted by the 
Lords of the Admiralty, in favour of the Surgeons of his Ma- 
jelty’s navy. It is reported they will be advanced to the rank 
of commiflioned officers, and their fervices more liberally re- 
warded by an increafe of their half-pay. heir widows, it is 
alfo faid, are to be allowed fimilar penfions with the relics of 
Lieutenants and Matters. 

This day a requifition, figned by a great number of the Li- 
very, was prefented by Mr Alderman Skinner to the Right 
Honourable the Lord Mayor, for a Common Hall, to take in- 
to confideration fome fpirited refolutions, and for in{tructing 
their reprefentatives in Parliament refpeting the fhop-tax ; and 
it was expected his Lordthip would iflue his precepts for con- 
vening one fome day next week. 

On Sunday evening laft, the Lady of William Adam, Efq; 
was fafely delivered of a daughter, at his houfe in Lincola’s- 
inn-fields. . 

The fudden and unexpected return of the Duke of Cumber- 
Jand to this country, juft at the time when his Royal Highnefs 
had intimated a defign of vifiting Rome, has given rife to va- 
rious conjeélures. We are well informed, that the real occa- 
fion of his return is a propofal from his Majefty, to pay his 
debts on condition of his furrender of the Rangerfhip of Wind- 
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the matter is fettled, We have not learned what are his Ma- 
jefty’s intentions with refpec to the Rangerthip. 

The following is the anfwer given by order of the Cabinet to 
the Pruffian Minifter by M. de Facciola, Secretary of the 
French embafly at Berlin, viz. ‘ That the King of France 
was of opinion, that a con(titutional league, “tending only to 
preferve the conftitution and peace of Germany, was a work 
worthy of the mage wifdom: That his Majefty’s ardent pray- 
er was for the prefervation of tranquillity in the empire, as well 
as through all Europe.” * 

On Wednefday laft, was prefented to his Majefty, by the, 
Por.uguefe Minilter, - Macdonald, Efg; Captain of 
horfe in the fervice of Portugal; and on Thurfday the fame 
gentleman was prefented to the Queen, and moft gracioufly re- 
ceived. 

Mr Rufhworth’s bill for abolifhing all fees, &c. on cockets 
and bonds upon all goods conveyed to and from the Ifle of 
Wight, has given rife to a number of meetings at feveral towns 
on the coalt, where the merchants, traders, &c. confider them- 
felves as equally aggrieved, and have determined to petition 
Parliament for a fimilar purpofe. 

The London Packet, Capt. Truxton, is arrived at Philadel- 
phia, after a fine paflage, and landed Dr Frankline in good 
health. Upon which occafion the city was illuminated, with 
other demonftrations of joy. 

The fecond-rate men of war now building in the River are 
the Impregnable of 90 guns; Windfor Cattle 98 guns; Boyne, 
of 98, and Prince of 90 guns.

after ientence pafled. One morning the officers of police ac- 
quainted his Holinefs, that a Neapolitan Count, named Caraffa, 
was in the cultody of the Sbirri, or town guard, for killing a 
waiter at atavern. Well, replied the Pope, don’t you know 
my orders? Let the criminal judges try the faét next Thurfday, 
That is rather foon, anfwered the officer ;_ perhaps the Count 
cannot be ready at fo fhorta notice. Ptha! faid his Holinefs, 
he never confulted the poor waitcr about the article of time, and 
I am refolved he fhall be dealt with inthe fame manner. The 
day came, and the Count was convicted on the cleareft evidence; 
but the judges, out of refpect to his quality, referred the fen- 
tence to the Pope himfelf, which Sixtus pronounced in the pre- 





fence of the Neapolitan Ambaflador, who intereeded for his 
countryman, but in vain, “ Take him away faid the I ope, and 
cut off his head; I have too long liflened to folicitations . 2 
have pardoned too many villains 3 and fince lenity will not do, 
I mutt thew the people that 1 am really, not nominally, a ter- 
ror to evil doers.” ~ This pofitive behaviour threw the whole 
city into coniternation, but tt had a good effe&t, fora murder 
or robbery was not heard of in Rome for above three years af- 


ter this fpeedy trial and execution.

* Tt is with great pleafure we underftand, that Mr Alder- 
man Sawbridge, one of the reprefentatives of the city of Lon- 
don, is in a fair way of recovery. During this gentleman’s 
illnefs, his life being defpaired of, Mr Alderman Skinner was 
invited to canvafs as a candidate to fucceed him as member of 
Parliament ; ang although be declined it from motives of deli- 
cacy, his fellow-citizens left him no room to doubt, by their 
profeflions of regard and attachment, that, in cafe of a vacancy, 
he would have been chofen without any conteft; fo much has 
his oppofition to the fhop-tax endeared him to his fellow-citi- 
zens.
